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The Bridge is a handsome five-spanned structure, 
stretching across ihe Thames, and is the most familiar land¬ 
mark to frequenters of the river. It was built in 178(5 from 
designs by Mr. W. Ilayward, of Shrewsbury, at a cost of 
XI 0,000. There was formerly a toll-baron the Berkshire side 
of the bridge, which was abolished in 1873. 
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
